Large are from 144,” in diameter and 
up; medium are from 1%” down to %; and small are 
from %” down. Medium bulbs usually produce spikes as 
good as those from large bulbs, but only one per bulb, 
whereas large bulbs of many varieties may give 2 or 
even 3 spikes each. Small bulbs of most varieties often 
bloom, but spikes will be of lesser stature. 


Do not order small bulbs or bulblets after April 20 
as we usually have begun planting them by that time. 
Medium and large bulbs are available for a month 
longer, as a rule. 


We guarantee our stock to be true to name, and it will 
come to you treated with Spergon dust — your protec- 
tion against thrips and diseases — all ready to plant.

Miniature & Small Variety Symposium 


In order to assist our customers, particularly those 
who are not yet familiar with the smaller glads, in 
chosing reliable varieties in the various color categor- 
ies, we present here the 1955 version of the North 
American Gladiolus Council’s Symposium. This sym- 
posium was compiled by a committee headed by Mr. 
Wesley Patience of Millville, New Jersey, nationally 
Known authority on miniature and small flowering 
glads. Questionnaires were sent by the committee to 
both amateur and commercial growers of little glads 
throughout the United States and Canada, and from 
their votes was compiled a first, second and third place 
variety in each color class and in two categories, that is, 


for exhibition and for arrangement.

Those nom- 
inated in ’55, in order of greatest number of votes re- 
ceived were Statuette, Atom, Zig Zag*, Bambi*, Peter 
Pan, Little Sweetheart, Fifth Avenue, Osage, Aria and 
Nadia.

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CLASSIFICATION AND BLOOMING DATES 


Names and numbers following glad variety name 
have the following significance. Name in parentheses is 
that of the originator. This is followed by year of 
introduction. Next comes color and size classification 
number, and finally an initial indicating blooming habit, 
for large size bulbs, as E for Early (70-80 days), M for 
Midseason (80-90 days) and L for Late (over 90 days). 
Medium size bulbs will take a little longer to bloom 
than large, and small still longer. 


The classification number following originator’s name 
is a 3 digit number indicating the size of the floret and 
its color. The first of the three numbers |tells the size— 
whether miniature or small—and the last two numbers 
indicate the color. This combined size-color classifica- 
tion number is derived as follows: 


SIZE CLASSES: 


Miniature (100 series), florets up to 2% in. across. 
Small (200 series), florets 2144 to 3% in. across. 
Medium (300 series), florets 3% to 4% in. across.

Taking our Bambi for example, its 290 classification 
number denotes that the 2 indicates Bambi as a small 
size variety while the 90 shows that it falls in the Any 
Other Color group. 


An odd number as the last digit of a classification 
number denotes a conspicuous marking. Thus, in our 
Zig Zag—class 251—we see that this is also a small 
type with a light red floret having a conspicuous throat 
mark. 


The list which follows is what we term the best list of 
Select Varieties to be found in any catalog. It is not 
the longest list, for there are others who catalog more 
varieties in an attempt to impress folks with the ex- 
tensiveness of their listings of little glads. 


It is our contention that the best service can be ren- 
dered to our customers by careful testing and apprais- 
ing all the available varieties in our personal garden, 
screening out the unworthy ones and listing only those 
that we can honestly recommend as deserving. To this 
end we have devoted countless hours of time and a great 
deal of money by seeking out nearly eXtinct older vari- 
eties and acquiring all the new introductions each year. 
Perhaps not for the most, but certainly for the best, 
you can look to and rely on Summit Gardens for the 
best there is in Miniature and Small Type Glads.

Trinket- has inherited a 
number of good habits from 
both its parents. From Babs, 
the seed parent, it gets its 
cleaneeecrisp, color *and “its 
earliness, while from Crink- 
lette, the pollen parent, 
comes the exquisite ruffling 
and the propagating pro- 
clivities.

DAHLIA DOPE SHEET 


Dahlia growers from almost every. section of the 
country will remember 1955 as the most adverse they 
ever encountered.. It was a season of contrasts, Apall- 
ing heat and lack of rain in some sections, too much 
rain in other areas, and two devastating hurricanes that 
battered the eastern seaboard was the capricious pat- 
tern from July through August. 

Where heat and drouth prevailed, as here in the mid- 
west, the effect was to harden off the plants, forcing 
them into a state of inactivity and thus delaying bloom- 
ing. Later, in September when the weather moderated, 
blooms became normal while the coolness of October 
produced some of the most intense and gorgeous colors 
we’ve ever had the pleasure to behold. 

We battled the elements with every device in our bag 
of tricks; cloth- shading, umbrellas, marsh hay mulch, 
water and fertilizer, and when the season was done we

Minimum order in 
Rocky Mountain States and west is $4.00; all other 
states $3.00 Roots will be shipped prepaid after dan- 
ger of freezing, which usually is not before March 15. 


If you live in a part of the country where you need 
your roots for planting prior to March 15, or if you re- 
quire an early delivery for propagation add 35c to your 
remittance for Special Delivery on from 1 to 5 roots, 
and 45c for more than 5 roots. If your post office does 
not have special delivery service add 25c for Special 
Handling. Either Special Delivery or Special Handling 
affords quicker delivery and reduces the possibility of 
damage from freezing. 


Residents of Illinois should add 3% to remittance for 
sales tax. 


Discount to Trade: Since our dahlia plantings are not 
extensive and since we deal primarily in newer varieties 
we cater to retail outlets. The usual one-third discount 
to the trade will be allowed only to those whose letter- 
heads prove the legitimacy of their claim to a discount 
and only when the net order (after deducting the 33%) 
amounts to not less than $10. All discount orders will 
be shipped at the buyer’s expense. 


Varieties marked with an asterisk (*) are net. Usual- 
ly these are new and rare imports not available in suf- 
ficient quantity to permit discount to the trade. 


We do not ship plants, but will have a large selection 
to sell folks in the Chicago area who might care to call 
for them. The price of plants is one-third less than 
the root price.

We guaranteze our stock to be true to name and to 
have eyes. Any roots failing in these respects will be 
replaced or purchase price refunded.
